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Amy Duarte is doing well 
after marrow transplant

Amy Duarte, the 12-year-old 
Andover resident who had a 
bone marrow transplant last 
week to help her fight leukemia, 
is doing better than expected at 
this stage. 

Amy’s mother, Linda Duarte, 
reported Tuesday that Amy 
started eating three days after 
receiving the marrow of her sis- 
ter, Trish Duarte, 17, a senior at 
Andover High School. 

Amy is at the Center for Can- 
cer Research at Richland Memo- 
rial Hospital in Columbia, S.C., a 
facility that specializes in bone 
marrow transplants that are not 
perfect matches. Trish’s marrow 
was a 4-6 match for Amy. A 6-6 
match would have been perfect. 
That hospital works on the theo- 
ry that a 4-6 match from a family 
member is better than a 6-6 
match from a non-family mem- 
ber. 

Amy’s mother said often a 
child who has had a transplant 
doesn’t eat for 14 to 16 days. 

“Amy is having a honey bun 
right now,” Ms. Duarte said by 
phone at 1 p.m. Tuesday. “She 
asked for it. She had a dish of ice 


cream yesterday.” 

Ms. Duarte is staying in 
Amy’s room at the hospital. Amy 
exercised Monday and Tuesday 
on a stationary bicycle while 
watching a cooking program on 
television. Her mother said she 
likes to cook. 

Ms. Duarte has been able to 
exercise, too, by having hospital 
personnel bring in equipment 
such as Stairmaster. She said 
she has kept busy by reading and 
doing some cross-stitching. 

Amy is tired, her mother 
reported, because she is on a lot 
of medicine. 

Ms. Duarte reported that 
Trish was very sore and tired 
after bone marrow was harvest- 
ed from her for her sister. Trish 
and the girls’ father, Richard 
Duarte, returned to Andover last 
Friday, two days after the trans- 
plant. 


Amy’s hospital stay is expect- 
ed to be about six weeks. Then 
she and her mother will move 
into an apartment near the hos- 
pital where they will be for about 
two months during regular visits 
to the hospital.

Justin's closed 
for nonpayment 
of taxes 


Revenue Commissioner Mitchell 
Adams announced that the Depart- 
ment of Revenue (DOR) seized Justin’s 
Restaurant of Andover Inc. Tuesday. 
Three revenue agents, accompanied 
by a state trooper and locksmith, 
entered and seized the restaurant 
located at 18 Park St. The liability 
totaled approximately $183,000 in 
unpaid meals tax. 

“We seized the restaurant as a last 
recourse for collecting the taxes owed 
to the commonwealth,” said Commis- 
sioner Adams. “When all of our collec- 
tion efforts have failed, a business 
leaves us no choice but to seize its 
assets. 

“DOR will allow no business to 
ignore the state’s tax laws. By not pay- 
ing over the tax owed to DOR, the 
restaurant failed in its tax obligations 
and cheated the customers who faith- 
fully paid the meals tax when they ate 
in the restaurant.” 

Justin's Restaurant will remain 
seized until the liability is paid or 
until the taxpayer reaches an agree-

Citizens’ group 
opposes 
incinerator 


In anticipation of a proposal from 
Ogden Martin Corp. to construct 
another incinerator in the Merrimack 
Valley, this one at the Riverwalk in 
Lawrence, local environmental and 
citizen groups have united to form The 
Merrimack Valley Environmental 
Coalition-Seeking Alternatives to 
More Incinerators. 

MVEC-SAMI opposes the increase 
in incineration in the Merrimack Val- 
ley, whether by building new facilities 
or renovating exiting ones, and is ded- 
icated to exploring and promoting 
alternatives, such as recycling. While 
blocking Ogden Martin’s efforts is the 
most immediate goal, the coalition 
also seeks to assist North Andover in 
its efforts to challenge the re-opening 
of a sludge incinerator within its 
boundaries by the Greater Lawrence 
Sanitary District. 

MVEC-SAMI also endorses the clos- 
ing of a solid waste incinerator on 
Manchester Street in Lawrence, which 
is in violation of federal clean-air stan- 
dards. 

Volunteers from one of the coali- 
tion’s member organizations, Clean 
Water Action, went door to door in 
Lawrence and Methuen for an anti- 
incineration letter addressed to may- 
oral candidates. MVEC-SAMI intends 
to circulate a petition which specifical- 
ly opposes the planned Riverwalk 
incinerator.

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Selectmen asked not to support North Andover request

Bob McQuade, Andover’s Public 
Works director and its representa- 
tive to the Greater Lawrence Sani- 
tary District, asked selectmen 
recently to deny North Andover sup- 
port in its bid to pass a piece of legis- 
lation that would give that town 
more control of the Greater 
Lawrence Sanitary District. 

“T don’t recommend supporting 
this legislation,’ Mr. McQuade told 
members of the Board of Selectmen. 

The Greater Lawrence Sanitary 
District operates the sewerage treat- 
ment plant on Charles Street in 
Lawrence that services Andover, 
North Andover, Lawrence, Methuen 
and Salem, N.H. The plant went on 
line in 1977 and operated continuous- 
ly until 1988, when the two GLSD 
incinerators that burn sludge, the 
solid by-product of the treatment 
process, were closed down by the 
Department of Environmental Pro- 
tection for producing excessive toxic 
waste in the exhaust. The district 
has since been trucking the sludge to 
incinerators in Fitchburg and the 
Blackstone Valley. 

The GLSD Commission has 
approved a $21 million retrofit of the 
burners, to be financed by state 
bonds and funded in part by a state 
grant, to bring them up to DEP stan- 
dards. But North Andover does not 
want the burners back on line. North 
Andover has gone to court twice 
already trying to stop the GLSD and 
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lost both times, Mr. McQuade told 
board members. 

“North Andover has made every 
step they can make to stop this 
retrofit,’ Mr. McQuade said. 

Martha Larson, chairwoman of 
the North Andover Board of Select- 
men, several members of her board 
and Rep. Donna Cuomo, R-North 
Andover, that town’s new state rep- 
resentative, attended an Andover 
Board of Selectmen meeting on Oct. 
18 and asked board members to sup- 
port a piece of legislation that, if 
passed, would require the GLSD to 
be subject to North Andover’s zoning 
bylaws. 

Mr. McQuade said this legislation 
is just another effort to stop the 
retrofit and asked board members to 
either deny or ignore the request, 

“Tf this legislation is passed, you 
will have eliminated GLSD and 
North Andover will run the show, 
and we'll just pay the bill for whatev- 
er North Andover sends us,” Mr. 
McQuade said. 

Two concerns 

James Gordon, town manager of 
North Andover, said recently that 
the two issues of concern are quality 
of life and economics for North 
Andover. 

The GLSD facility is at the end of 
Main Street in North Andover, five 
blocks from city hall. And there are 
alternatives to spending $21 million 
for the retrofit, Mr. Gordon said. 

Lawrence pays almost 50 percent 


of the costs of the plant, Methuen 
pays 26 percent, Andover and North 
Andover 10 percent each, and Salem 
6 to 7 percent, according to Mr. 
McQuade. 

The GLSD Commission is made 
up of one representative from 
Andover, one from North Andover, 
three from Lawrence, two from 
Methuen and a non-voting member 
from Salem. A two-thirds vote is 
required to approve any capital 
expenditure of more than $100,0000, 
and North Andover’s is the only rep- 
resentative who opposed the retrofit. 
Legislation 

The legislation is aimed at con- 
trolling two particular proposals at 
the North Andover site: one is the 
height of the smoke stack at the plant 
and the other is the location of an 
ash pit. 

The problem with the smoke stack 
is a kind of catch-22. The stack was 
going to be 139 feet high, tall enough 
to get the exhaust up high enough so 
the smell and pollution don’t bother 
residents. But the Federal Aviation 
Administration says the stack is too 
close to Lawrence Airport to go 
above 110 feet. While the 110 feet 
would be sufficient in some areas, 
because the GLSD plant is in a val- 
ley, it is not quite high enough to get 
the exhaust out of that area. 

The GLSD has proposed to resolve 
the problem by installing blowers 
that would force the air out of the 
stack so that the fume would shoot 
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out of the stack and reach at least the 139 
feet. Models have proven this approach will 
work, Mr. McQuade said. 

The ash pit is a concern because it is 
located near a water well North Andover 
hopes some day to be able to use, but feels it 
won't be able to because of the threat of pol- 
lutants leaching from the pit. 

Mr. McQuade told selectmen that the well 
has never operated since the day it was 
drilled because the water in it was polluted.

Despite that, the ash pit will be lined with 
concrete and set up so that all water leaching 
from it would be collected and pumped back 
into the plant’s treatment system. 

$31 million bond 

The GLSD, already approved for $21 mil- 
lion in Massachusetts Industrial Financing 
Authority bonds for the retrofit, recently 
sought an additional $10 million bond to pay 
off operating-cost debt it has incurred since it 
began trucking the sludge out of town three 
years ago. The $9-12 a ton it cost to burn the 
sludge when the plant was new then went up 
to $70-80 to get rid of it. It added about $3 mil- 
lion a year to the operating cost of the plant 
to truck the sludge out of town. 

“At that point we forgot about the cost 
because we were just looking for places that 
i could take it,” Mr. McQuade said. 

Mr. McQuade said he voted against bor- 
rowing to pay operating costs every time the 
subject came up, but that North Andover and

The 
plant was built to standards that were out of 
date the day it went on line, he said, and he 
feared the extra burning would cause future 
problems, which it did, resulting in the shut- 
down. But North Andover voted for expand- 
ing the use of the plant every time it came to 
a vote, Mr. McQuade said. 

The plant did not have too many problems 
when it was new, but as it got older it did 
have odor and emission problems and those 
increased until the day it was shut down. 
Why not RESCO? 

North Andover proposed that it would be 
more economical for the RESCO trash-to- 
energy plant, also in North Andover, to be 
allowed to burn the sludge, and ‘asked 
Andover to support its request for a test burn

Mass. School 


of Law 


The Superior Court for Civil Busi- 
ness will hear pretrial motions, assess- 
ments for damages and other business 
at the Massachusetts School of Law, 
beginning Nov. 15, according to an 
emergency administrative order 
issued by Chief Justice Robert L. Stead- 
man. The Monday Superior Court sit- 
ting has been temporarily relocated to 
the law school due to lack of space at 
the Lowell courthouse, which is under- 
going renovations. 

“This action is necessary because 
there is inadequate space in the Lowell 
Courthouse to accommodate the needs 
of the Superior Court and other depart- 
ments of the Trial Court,” Justice 
Steadman wrote in his order. 

The sessions will be held in MSL’s 
courtroom, a reconstruction of the his- 
toric Chelsea District Court the school 
saved from demolition in 1992. 

“We felt that MSL was an ideal loca- 
tion for these sessions,” said Regional 
Administrative Justice Wendie Ger- 
shengorn. “The judges and court offi- 
cers will have a proper working envi- 
ronment and the school’s proximity to 
Lowell allows us to make this tempo- 
rary move without placing a hardship 
on anyone.” 

What the law school gets in return, 
according to Associate Dean Michael 
Coyne, is an educational opportunity 
for MSL students that is rare in the 
world of legal education.

ANDOVER 
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Ability grouping likely to continue in some form

“T don’t think it’s such a good idea to 
have no (leveling). I’m not sure that’s 
in the best interest,” said Kathleen 
Smith, director of student support ser- 
vices at Concord K-8. “But I think we 
have much more to gain by question- 
ing past practices.” 

Educators in Lincoln, North 
Andover, Concord and Westwood seem 
to believe that ability grouping is less 
appropriate for earlier grades, and 


thus also have a similar amount of 


ability grouping as Andover in their 
elementary and middle schools. 

“We really want to stretch every 
child, every student,” said George I. 
Blaisdell, North Andover superinten- 
dent. “There may be a place for (level- 
ing) at the high school. But even there, 
there are places where we don’t need 
ability grouping.” 

All elementary classes in Andover 
are heterogeneously grouped, with 
some in-class grouping for specific sub- 
jects such as reading and spelling. In 
the middle schools in Andover, only 
seventh- and eighth- grade math cours- 
es are ability grouped. Enrichment 
electives are available in both the ele- 
mentary and middle schools. 

At Andover High School, all core 
academic courses are ability grouped 
into Advanced Placement classes or 
into level 1, 2, or 3. However, there are 
some mixed-level classes available, and 
non-core courses such as art courses, 
physical education and health are not 
ability grouped either, 

Andover in recent weeks 

During the last week of September, 
Timothy Thomas, principal of Andover 
High, said, “I think that at this point in 
time we are looking very seriously at 
the issue of leveling and are satisfied.” 

But the report entitled “Winners 
All” by the Mainstream/Inclusion 
Task Force and was presented at the 
Oct. 5 School Committee meeting 
seemed to concern some residents who 
feared Andover public schools would 
abandon a policy of ability grouping. A 
number of residents made these feel- 


ings clear at the Oct. 19 forum on level- 
ing and ability grouping. 

During the past few weeks, Mark 
McQuillan, superintendent of Andover 
schools, has tried to make clear that 
the two issues of inclusion and leveling 
are separate, which is one reason why 
there were two forums, the one on lev- 
eling held Oct. 19, and the forum on 
inclusion, Tuesday, Nov. 2. [See sepa- 
rate story.) Dr. McQuillan has said that 
he expects there will be little change in 
the amount of leveling presently in 
place at the high school. 

“The way Mr. Thomas has been 
going at it has been very careful, mak- 
ing minor modifications in the pro- 
gram” at the high school, said Dr. 
McQuillan. 

Concord 

Concord is one of several communi- 
ties that has modified its own program 
to have less leveling, particularly at 
the elementary- and middle-school lev- 
els. This year, for instance, it has 
decided not to ability group the sixth 
grade math program for the first time. 

“We need to have high expectations, 
not to lower the ceiling,” said Ms. 
Smith. “We tend to have high expecta- 
tions for the best and brightest, (but) 
we need to have high expectations for 
all students.” 

Participants frequently expressed 
concern at Andover’s Oct. 19 leveling 
and ability grouping forum over 
whether Andover was placing high 
enough expectations on students, How; 
ever, those comments often came from 
those who said they were concerned 
that the so-called best and brightest 
would not be challenged in a mixed- 
ability class, 

Concord class sizes are relatively 
equal to those of Andover, and their 
SAT scores for 1992 are higher. Howev- 
er, the town spent more than $2,800 
more per student than Andover did in 
1991-'92, according to the Department 
of Education Per Pupil Expenditure by 
Purpose. 

“T don’t think it’s a good idea to have 
nothing,” said Ms, Smith. But she said 
Concord was so far away from “worry-

senior center here would like to fash- 
ion it after Peabody's, where the facili- 
ty would be primarily a senior center 
and secondarily a community center. 

“First it is a senior center, but there 
are rooms in it that they do allow the 
community to use, And it would be the 
same in ours,” Ms. Bresnahan said. 

Andover seniors are not interested 
in just having a room in a community 
center, she said. 

“We want a senior center. We are 
willing to share it to a degree,” Ms. 
Bresnahan said. 

Encouragement for Andover 

Mr. Coleman said the mayor’s and 
the community’s support were key in 
development of the Peabody’s senior 
center. 

“Community support'is vital and we 


| 


had that,” he said. “For a while, I don’t 
think people believed it was going to 
happen.” 

One of the greatest things about the 
center is the effect it has had on the 
attitude to the seniors, he said. 

“When they get a building like this, 
they feel they have value in the city,” 
Mr, Coleman said. 

Now, people like to dress up to come 
to the center for the dances. 

“When you're in the basement, you 
act like you're in the basement. When 
you have a facility like this, it lends 
dignity,” Mr, Coleman said. 


Mr. Coleman offered encouragement 
to Andover’s seniors who want to build 
a similar center here. “They can do it. 
If the determination and the will is 
there, they can do it.” » : 


ing about the downside,” meaning hav- 
ing too little ability grouping, and she 
said she felt it was healthy to rethink 
past ability-grouping practices. 

The leveling situation in Concord 
closely parallels that in Andover. 
There is no significant leveling at the 
elementary level, except for occasional 
in-class groupings, and only math in 
the seventh and eighth grades is still 
ability grouped. 

“T would say the middle school is 
very committed to heterogeneous 
grouping,” said Ms. Smith. “We’ve now 
just begun a pilot of a heterogeneous 
grouping in the math program in sixth 
grade. 

“In the high school there is a lot of 
effort to avoid tracking, but on some 
levels it’s unavoidable,” she said. “We 
are trying to move away from it.” 

However, said Ms. Smith, and as 
many other educators are aware, if one 
class is ability grouped, often a number 
of classes must be, simply because of 
the nature of scheduling. 

At Concord-Carlisle Regional High 
School, the degree of ability grouping 
depends on the course subject, accord- 
ing to Principal Elaine DiCicco. There 
are four levels for math, there is level- 
ing in foreign language, and two levels 
for most of the sciences. After the 
sophomore year there are no levels in 
English, and there is no leveling of any 
social studies class. 

Westwood 

Westwood public schools, like Con- 
cord, are moving toward inclusion, yet 
continue to have ability grouping. Spe- 
cial-needs children are placed in what- 
ever level is appropriate to their ability 
in a particular subject. 

“At the high school those kids are in 
one of the three levels,” said Robert 
Monson, superintendent of schools. 
“They are mainstreamed all day long.” 

Westwood’s K-8 has heterogeneous 
grouping, except for two math levels in 
the middle school. The high school is 
essentially all leveled. However, Dr. 
Monson said he is not entirely comfort- 
able with the idea of leveling, partially 
because of somewhat arbitrary stan- 
dards. He said that a child who scored 
poorly or was grouped in the lower 
third in Concord schools might be con- 
sidered one of the brighter students in 
a neighboring community. A student 
who ranks in the 60th percentile 
nationally or state-wide is most likely 
to be placed in the third Concord level. 

“My own personal opinion is I don’t 
think grouping is terribly defensible,” 
he said. “Kids who are low achievers 
(here), are high achievers two miles 
away. I think we have to (re-examine) 
why we group kids, 

“Any time you label a kid and put 
him in a group that is not the highest 
group, (that) is a statement saying, 
‘You can’t do something,’ ” he said. 
North Andover 

Like Concord, Westwood, Lincoln, 
and Andover, North Andover does not 
have leveling at the elementary level. 
According to Dr. Blaisdell, the superin- 
tendent of schools, North Andover 
works with what he termed flexible 


grouping in K-5 and it currently is 
eliminating two levels in the middle 
school. 

“Frankly,” he said, the levels would 
have been eliminated this year, “if we 
thought we could have had the training 
for the staff and parents done in time.” 

At North Andover High School 
there is a similar setup to the one in 
Andover, with Advanced Placement 
and level 1, 2, and 3 courses. An addi- 
tional level was eliminated from the 
high school a year ago, according to 
Dr. Blaisdell. 

“IT strongly support the direction we 
are taking at the middle school,” said 
Dr. Blaisdell. “We really want to 
stretch every child.” 


Lincoln 

Finally, Lincoln is the system with 
the least amount of leveling of those 
surveyed. They have no ability group- 
ing at all in the K-8 schools, including 
in mathematics. However, Lincoln has 
the smallest class sizes of all the sys- 
tems studied, and spends the most 
money per student by far with per- 
pupil expenditures of $9,184. 
(Andover’s is $5,144.) 

“We've made a commitment to teach 
to different abilities and that can’t be 
done with large classes.” said Rebecca 
van der Bogert, superintendent of Lin- 
coln K-8. “Diverse needs and diverse 
talents can help one another.” 

At the high school, English and his- 
tory classes are chosen by students 
through a college-style electives sys- 
tem, by which a student can select 
courses, said Matt King, superinten- 
dent of the regional high school. He 
said that Lincoln’s regional high 
school has a different feel from other 
high schools, due to what he called its 
non-rigid grouping, and he said that 
there are only two levels in the sci- 
ences after ninth grade. 

“But math is math and that is ability 
grouped,” said Dr. King. 

In its policy on class size, last 
revised Sept. 21, 1992, the Lincoln sys- 
tem stated, “The School Committee 
recognizes the importance of appropri- 
ate class size to a quality educati@n 
that includes practices such as hetero- 
geneous grouping, alternative assess- 
ment, and hands-on involvement for 
students.” 

The target class size for kinder- 
garten classes in Lincoln is 18 with a 
maximum of 20, and for grades two 
through eight the target is 22 students 
with a maximum of 24. According to 
Dr. van der Bogert, heterogeneous 
groupings can be just as effective if not 
more so, so long as proper techniques 
are used. 

The key, said Dr. van der Bogert, is 
to “have teachers use specific teachiity 
strategies that present lessons so each 
child can take it to their learning level 
or fullest potential. It depends upon 
how they are taught, she said. 

Under the best situations mixed-lev- 
el teaching “does not affect the best 
and the brightest. But if you put every- 
one in the classroom and teach to the 
middle; there will be problems. »

Let’s have a 
more open 
discussion 


Here’s a generalization, but one 
that seems to stand up so far as we 
can tell. If you are a senior citizen 
who frequents the Senior Center in 
Andover, you favor building a center 
for seniors only, with cash raised by 
you so that you can control where, 
what and when such a center will be 
built. Many of you do not live in 
Andover. 

If you are a senior who lives in 
Andover who does not take advan- 
tage of the activities at Andover’s 
Senior Center, you favor a communi- 
ty center that would have space for 
seniors, but also for other people and 
other activities: a swimming pool, 
perhaps a day-care center, storage 
space for veterans and Little League, 
a bowling alley, a teen center, and ...

At this point, communication 
among the seniors from the current 
Senior Center and some of the rest of 
the community seems shut down. 
We understand seniors from the cen- 
ter want to do their own thing and 
feel some people are taking away 
what they first planned: their own 
place built with their own money to 
their own specifications. 

If seniors raise the money to build 
a center for themselves alone, they 

can build whatever they please. 

t would make better sense, we 
believe, if all segments of the com- 
munity were involved in planning 
what the facility should be. Yes, the 
current seniors are the elderly now 
who know what that segment of the 
population likes to do, and how they 
wish to do it. But the next generation 
of elderly people would like to be 
involved in planning, too. 

In addition, it would be helpful to 
ask the elderly who don’t frequent 
the Senior Center what they would 
like in a facility. They should have a 
voice, too. They are a larger group 
than the group that uses it now. Per- 
haps there is a reason they don’t use 
the current center. Maybe they 
wouldn’t use any center. We don’t 
know. But let’s ask in case more

Per-pupil expenses 
are shameful 


Editor, Townsman: 

Andover used to have pride in its public 
schools. A generation ago mediocrity was not 
good enough. Innovative programs were 
implemented along with town-wide support 
that allowed new schools to be built. 

Cost was not the only consideration. The 
town looked at education with an excitement 
that is lacking today. That excitement 
allowed the innovative Bancroft School to be 
built. People believed that education was the 
key to success for the future of its town. 

The town was also smart enough to realize 
that there was a high correlation between the 
quality of its schools to the property values of 
its homes. When people are house searching, 
their number-one criteria is the town’s pub- 
lic schools. 

Andover attracted young families for 
years because of its fine school system but 
this has changed over the past few years as 
consumers shop more intensely than ever 
before. They would find very easily that 
Andover only spends $5,144 per student, 
which is low especially when compared to 
towns like Lincoln, Wellesley,Lexington or 
Weston. 

The town schools have not yet recovered 
from the drastic cuts of the late ’80s. Pro- 
grams were dropped, staff were cut back, 
causing ratios to rise to unacceptable levels 
in many grades, new textbooks went 
unbought, needed new schools went unbuilt. 

It is time for Andover to reverse this trend 
and start thinking of its schools with enthu- 
siasm and vigor. We should start thinking of 
our children and not our wallets. Nobody 
likes to pay additional taxes, but taxes paid 
directly to the town are far more efficient 
than those paid to either the state or federal 
government. 

It is time for Andover to declare an end to 
the “me” generation of the ’80s and move into 
a more progressive period like the ’50s and 
60s when people thought in terms of commu- 
nity and future by recalling the selfishness of 
Proposition 2 1/2.

Doctor 
answers doctor 


Editor, Townsman: 

I read with interest the letter to the 
Townsman by Dr. Biles concerning the 
much discussed issue of inclusion for 
the Andover school system. [Page 34, 
Oct, 28.) 1commend him for his honesty 
and for his understandable convictions 
on this matter. Perhaps it was the 
heading, “Doctor favors inclusion,” 


which the Townsman chose to intro- 
duce the letter, which has motivated 
me to offer another physician’s point of 
view. 

I, too, am a veteran of the premedi- 
cal and medical educational system 
which Dr. Biles has described. His 
characterization of those years is accu- 
rate; the educational environment was 
indeed highly competitive, rigorously 
demanding and in truth, at certain 
points was frankly EX-clusive of lesser 
qualified students. (Presumably, Dr. 
Biles has the same “fond” memories of 
college organic chemistry that I do.) 
It’s no secret that certain pre-med 
courses can “make or break” an aspir- 
ing young doctor, and are in fact used 
by admissions committees to identify 
the strongest candidates for successful 
medical school completion. No doubt 
about it, and as Dr. Biles has stated, 
“the atmosphere was tense.” 

But as uncomfortable as the tension 
and the competition sometimes were, I 
have little doubt that our patients - 
mine, Dr. Biles’ and every other physi- 
cian’s — are more secure in the knowl- 
edge that their own doctor was at one 
time forced to demonstrate an intellec- 
tual advantage over his/her peers. 
Competition can indeed be uncomfort- 
able at times, but it is not by nature 
bad. 

I do take issue with Dr. Biles’ asser- 
tion that the medical/premedical cur- 
riculum “places no value” upon the 
need “to help each other and to value 
each other as individuals.” Can he be 
serious? I really am trying not to take 
those words out of context, but 
notwithstanding the political incor- 
rectness of certain aspects of the Hip- 
pocratic Oath these days, the funda- 
mental theme of service to one’s fellow 
man, to my knowledge, has not 
changed. 

Returning to the topic of academic 


competition, it seems to me that only 
the negative aspects of competition in 
the classroom have been emphasized 
by advocates of the inclusive model. 
While it is readily appreciated that a 
child with special needs has little to 
gain in a competitive milieu, it is 
improper and even ludicrous to deny 
the educational value of healthy com- 
petition to students with greater gifts. 
Are institutions such as spelling and 
geography bees, college bowls and our 
own Math Olympiad to be condemned 
for their moral shortsightedness? Of 
course not. 

As regards inclusion, let me say that 
while I do teach medical students, I do 
not fancy myself an educational expert. 
In fact, I’m still evolving an under- 
standing of the inclusive model and 
trying to discriminate among the dif- 
ferent concepts of inclusion, ability 
grouping, collaborative learning, etc. (1 
have learned that tracking, or the “T- 
word,” is intrinsically evil, and am 
now trying to cope with the stigma of 
my own tracked educational back- 
ground.) But even as a non-expert, I 
have three children in Andover’s pub- 
lic schools and it was the reputation of 
this town’s school system, more than 
any other factor, which influenced our 
decision to live here. I’ll confess to the 
presumption that the Andover school 
experience would be a competitive one, 
because it remains this non-expert’s 
opinion that such an environment fos- 
ters hard work and excellence, rather 
than mediocrity. Incidentally, hard 
work does not mean, “getting the ‘A’ at 
all costs,” for implicit in such a phrase 
is the disturbing notion that academic 
success sometimes occurs at the 
expense of classmates with lesser gifts. 
Viewed this way, a competitive class- 
room environment is easily painted as 
an unfair, or even unjust situation. 
This view, however, is incorrect. 


Life itself is a competitive experi- 
ence and shouldn’t our schools be 
preparing students for the reality of 
that? 

Finally, as Dr. Biles did, I would like 
to address the issue of values. The 
statement has been made that an inclu- 
sive school system would provide a les- 
son in values — that our children would 
“learn to accept diversity.’ While thére 
is merit in that consideration, aren't 
values more the educational province 
of the home and family? The primary 
mission of our schools remains the suc- 
cessful imparting of knowledge. We 
must ask ourselves if the inclusive 
model is truly conducive to that goal. 
As for the concept of the gifted students 
teaching the lesser-so in a mixed-level 
class, it strains credulity to imagine 
such a plan working successfully in, 
for example, a high school math class. 

Surely the Andover public school 
system retains the obligation to edu- 
cate every student, including those 
with special needs. Disadvantaged stu- 
dents should continue to receive extra 
measures to assure that their educa- 
tional needs are met with effectiveness 
and understanding. To the extent that 
special-needs students can be main- 
streamed and the educational progress 
of their classmates remains unfettered, 
this clearly is the right thing to do. But 
let us please remember that an overall 
leveling of the academic playing field, 
while born of charitable and praise- 
worthy intent, may not in fact be a 
“Winner’s All” proposition. ;

that change made sense - after all, call- 
ing an Indian (Native American) a

troversial figure, Sure, Minutemen 
where white, but so were most people 
in Massachusetts back then who 
weren't Native Americans.

I first thought of my old high school 
mascot, the Bulldog — but what of the 
thousands of bulldog owners who 
would be offended to have their docile, 
lovable pets likened to hormonally- 
enhanced persons who butt their 
heads, safely snugged inside NFL- 
approved padded protective gear, into 
other hormonally-enhanced persons’ 
stomachs? The Bulldog is out, and with 
it all other dogs, including the Dober- 
man, the Chihuahua and the German 
Shepherd (doubly so, due to the poten- 
tial for ethnic stereotyping).

to the proposed inclusion policy 
under consideration in 
Andover’s public school system. 
It unquestionably results in 
“dumbing down,” promotes and 
encourages mediocrity, provides 
disincentives to high achievers 
and tends to skew grades in favor 
of higher performing students to 
the detriment of lower perform- 
ing students, 

Including students of all aca- 
demic levels in one classroom 
forces teachers to target the 
teaching to the lowest common 
denominator. To even teach at a 
level towards the “average” stu- 
dent may be too difficult for a 
student with less ability or moti- 
vation than others. This strips 
the classroom of its challenge to 
students and is not an environ- 
ment in which highly motivated, 
intelligent students thrive. It will 
result in boredom and a lack of 
challenge and incentive to the 
majority of students. In short, it 
would further diminish educa- 
tional standards and expecta- 
tions. 

Competition is needed for life 
preparation. Students compete in 
athletics and for admission to 
college. As adults, they will com- 
pete for jobs. Inclusion would 
result in a continuation of low- 
ered academic standards and fur- 
ther contribute to a national 
malaise and deterioration of 
international competitiveness. 

Grading standards would also 
decline under inclusion. If a nor- 
mal bell-shaped grading curve 
were still used, students of lower 
academic ability would always 
be on the far right of the curve 
achieving lower grades. Compet- 
ing for grades against students of 
higher ability may discourage 
rather than motivate these stu- 
dents. 

If one were to follow the natu- 
ral extension of inclusion to its 
logical conclusion, we should 
revert back to the one-room 
schoolhouse and include stu- 
dents of all ages and abilities. 
After all, if one argument in sup- 
port of inclusion is the emphasis 
on teamwork in life, should not 
we also eliminate age barriers? 
In the workplace, teams are 
inclusive of all ages, not just abil- 
ities. 

_ Let us also consider the exten- 
sion of inclusion to sports pro- 
grams. If inclusion is an attempt 
to make the learning environ- 
ment less threatening and com- 
petitive, let’s eliminate junior 
varsity programs, team tryouts, 
and include everyone on the var- 
sityeteams. All positions on the

Not listening 


Editor, Townsman: 

Thank you for asking in your 
Oct. 21 editorial: “What if (I am) 
right?” that is, if I'm right in my 
conclusions (after seven years of 
“scholarly,” as it was defined, in 
writing, by the director of the 
North Andover Historical Soci- 
ety) research and documentation 
that the 1646 “Incorporation” 
(that we are preparing to cele- 
brate the 350th anniversary of in 


“996) ever happened} that it was.” 


a proposal to eliminate 7/8ths of present 
Andover, North Andover and South 
Lawrence and that it was rejected by both 
houses of the General Court. 

My answer to the question: Should we cel- 
ebrate, at great expense to the taxpayers, 
something that scholarly documentation 
proves never happened, would be “no.” But I 
think the 1996 celebration should go on, not 
as the celebration of the 1646 “Incorporation” 
that tried to eliminate us and obviously nev- 
er happened, but as the celebration of our 
1629 settlement, which was the first (Euro- 
pean) settlement in the interior of New Eng- 
land, which obviously did happen. 

You were probably right in saying that 
“most of us dislike it when what we thought 
to be the truth might not be so....”, although 
I'd like to think that at least half of us would 
prefer to celebrate the truth rather than the 
falsehood regarding the most important 
events in our history. Our most respected 
historians, Abbot, 1829, Bailey, 1880, and 
Fuess, 1959, all agree that there were earlier 
(European) settlements in our area than the 
1646 one, but none of them did any research 
into these earlier settlements, probably for 
the reason you give above. 

My problem in trying to establish the 
truth about the hitherto undiscovered prima- 
ry events in our early history is: very, very 
few people are willing to read my documen- 
tation, or even to listen to it, probably for the 
reason you mentioned, the dislike of discov- 
ering that something they thought to be true 
might not be true. 

The only two people I know of who have 


read my documentation (one an important 
official of the Andover Historical Society, the 
other a scholarly member of the North 
Andover Historical Society) have informed 
me, in writing, that my documentation is 
correct, 

I believe that anyone who reads my docu- 
mentation, with any degree of fairness, will 
agree that it is correct (I believe it will be 
impossible for anyone to refute it with 
counter documentation), and I believe that 
any further investigations into these 1629 
and 1646 events will only produce further 
proof that my documentation is correct. 

In Neil Fater’s excellent article, in the 
same edition of the Townsman, he notes that 
the present curator/director of the Andover 
Historical Society, Ms. Thibault, said that 
she “welcomed the chance to receive (my) 
new discoveries.... and that “(she will) wel- 
come the chance to openly discuss it.” 

Since so few people attended my widely 
advertised slide-lecture on the false 1646 
event and the true 1629 event at Old Town 
Hall on Saturday afternoon, Oct. 23 (I count- 
ed about 22 or 23), I had 150 of my 25-page 
booklets of documentation left over, 50 copies 
of which I will present to the Andover Histor- 
ical Society this afternoon for the purpose 
Ms. Thibault gave. Yesterday I presented the 
Lawrence Historical Society (also called 
Immigrant City Archives) with 50 copies for 
the same purpose. And I will present the 
North Andover Historical Society with the 
other 50 copies for that purpose.

Dick Muller favors dropping bus fees 


Editor, Townsman: 

I unfortunately will not be able to attend 
the Special Town Meeting on Nov. 8 because 
of my travel schedule at work and felt it nec- 
essary to submit this letter to the editor to 
reinforce my support of Article 7, the abol- 
ishment of bus fees. This is a very important 
article and has broad implications on how 
we as residents want the different services 
traditionally offered in Andover funded. 

A few questions we should ask ourselves 
are, are we going to become a town which 
develops fees for services? Should we be sin- 
gling out a few to pay more to send their chil- 
dren to school based on their address? Is it 
fair? Is the policy financially sound? Has the 
town ever been asked by the School Commit- 
tee how they feel about this form of revenue 
generation? Should the fact that this affects a 
relative low number of residents influence 
our feelings on this issue? 

I believe that all of these questions are 
pertinent to the discussions on bus fees. We 
must keep these in focus as the discussion on 
the topic centers around the legality of such 
an article. The attorney general will decide 
the legality of this article, not anybody at 
town meeting. The worst that can happen if 
this article were to be passed and found not 
binding, would be for the School Committee 
to hear how the people feel about this form of 
taxation. The community has never been 
polled on this issue by the School Committee 
and therefore the result would be invaluable 
in deciding whether we should continue with 
the policy. The issue is how do we want to 
fund the school system in the town of 
Andover. 


Before going further, I think it is impor- 
tant to state that I do not pay this fee. Unfor- 
tunately, many people in Andover don’t have 
the option of finding alternative methods of 
transportation and therefore must pay. This 
is not a choice for most because of their per- 
sonal situations, working parents etc. One 
thing I know is the parents have no choice 
other than to send their children to school. 
As a result their only option is to grin and 
bear it. This fee has become divisive in the 
community and is not in the spirit of public 
education, particularly in Andover. Are we 
one community or not? 

The next issue revolves around the finan- 
cial soundness of such a fee. First, does any- 
body believe developing a fee which reduces 
the amount of state reimbursement Andover 
receives makes sense? For every hard-earned 
dollar we collect from our residents, we lose 
40 cents in reimbursement. The town lost 
more than $80K in state aid last year because 
of this fee. When the policy was first devel- 
oped it was sold to the community as neces- 
sary because the School Committee believed 
that the state was going to affect the reim- 
bursement formula based on the language 
changes that were made by the state on man- 
dating busing. This did not happen and 
therefore, after the policy was developed, a 
significant assumption changed. Secondly, 
the amount of state aid allocated to the 
school system has risen by $700K since the 
policy was adopted. This past summer I initi- 
ated, a proposal to use some of the state aid to 


the state and was not sup- 
ported by the committee 
in this effort. The feeling 
was that this fee had 
worked well in the past 
and until we reinstituted 
most of the programs elim- 
inated over the last sever 
al years this should not be 
contemplated. I, too, am 
very concerned about the 
elimination of programs 
but do not believe the way 
to solve this is through 
applying fees to a few. No 
matter how one cuts it, 
this is a tax in which the 
affected do not have a 
voice. 

I do not believe the 
school system could han- 
dle the reduction in oper- 
ating budget for this fiscal 
year. It would be too dis- 
ruptive. It is simply too 
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late. The administration is 
beginning the budget cycle 
for next year now and the 
time to react to next year 
exists. Therefore, I hope 
that the article is amended 
such that it is not retroac- 
tive. 


In summary, I hope that 
all who attend the town 
meeting will ask them- 
selves whether transport 
ing students to school is a 
responsibility of the town 
or the individual. Is initi 
ating fees what we want 
for the town of Andover? 

We will find out on Nov. 
8. I hope all who can will 
attend.

An 18-year-old 
Andover High 
School student 
charged last week 
with raping a 13- 
year-old girl in 
Andover on Oct. 17 
was charged this 
week with two more 
rapes that allegedly 
occurred in North 
Andover last July. 

Philip Theberge, 
18, of 208 Beacon St., 
Andover, and 97 
Greenfield St., 
Lawrence, was 
arrested by Andover 
police Friday, Oct. 
22, and charged with 
rape of a child with 
force stemming from 
an incident that 
allegedly occurred at 
a house party on Riv- 
er Road on the morn- 
ing of Oct. 17. Mr. 
Theberge allegedly 
followed the 13-year- 
old victim into a 
bathroom at the 
house and sodomized 
her. 


Last Friday, Oct. 
29, he was charged in 
Lawrence District 
Court with two more 
counts of rape and 
two counts of inde- 
cent assault and bat- 
tery on a child under 
14 in North Andover. 
The new charges 
relate to an incident 
that allegedly 
occurred on July 24. 
Lt. Paul Gallagher, of 
the North Andover 
police, said the new 
charges had been 
reported earlier, but 
have been “in the 
court system.”

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Inclusion forum produces spirited discussion

Supporters and detractors of “Win- 
ners All,” the Mainstream/Inclusion 
Task Force report, were roughly equal 
in number at the forum and nearly two 
dozen residents, including several 
members of the task force, voiced their 
opinions. 

Supporters of the task force report 
backed the spirit of the proposal to 
include all and the efforts to offer a 
superlative education to every student 
in the system. On the whole, detractors 
of the task force report said that they 
are not against the idea of inclusion, 
but were concerned that some of the 
recommendations made would damage 
education quality and eliminate com- 
petition. 


“T read in this ‘Winners All’ propos- 
al a threat to the current level of expec- 
tations,” said Robert McCumber, who 
has three children in Andover schools. 
“Tt is not a fear of change. It is not a 
lack of concern for any particular seg- 
ment of ability. It is rather from a real- 
istic synthesis of our values and our 
experiences in the real world.” 

Mr. McCumber said he is concerned 
about what he called a watered down 
curriculum, the possibility of an 
altered grading system, and efforts that 
he considered to be focused at de- 
emphasizing competition. He criticized 
moves such as eliminating spelling 
bees in schools as an effort to help with 
self esteem, repeating that such deci- 
sions do not represent his values. 

Bill Josephson, who has a kinder- 
gartner at Bancroft School, said he 
wondered if the task force was looking 
at a “real world or communal exis- 
tence.” 

“The best self esteem is that given 
by mastering an academic area,” said 
Mr. McCumber. He said that if the 
School Committee moved toward full 
inclusion or eliminated what he con- 
sidered positive, competitive element, 
“You will be leading the charge with- 
out the troops behind you.” 

“What I hear people saying is inclu- 


hl sion is equal to” lower quality educa- 


tion for their children, said Lynn 
Schade, a Tufts University consultant 
who prepares teachers to educate 
inclusive classrooms with varying 
abilities, 

“Hither people are just grossly igno- 
rant,” she said, or there is an effort to 
frighten people away from inclusion. 

“My job as a consultant and trainer 
of teachers was to figure out how to 
challenge every child,” said Ms. 
Schade. “The objective was not to 
water down the curriculum. It was 
exactly the opposite.” 

“When people work together, they 
can be very competitive,” said Judy 
Lugus, a member of the task force. 
“We've all heard the terms brainstorm- 
ing (and) two heads are better than 
one.”

es. “From all our differences we create 
a rich learning environment,” said Ms. 
Goldin. 

“T have scepticism about your abili- 
ty to do it” in math and science and at 
the high school level, Dan Coleman 
said in response. Mr. Coleman, a physi- 
cian who has a sister with cerebral 
palsy, said he always wanted the best 
for her, “But there is no way in the 
world I would want my children to be 
in her math class.” 

“One of the things that bothers me,” 
said Jane Gossard, who has two chil- 
dren in the system, “was that leveling 
was labeled as a harmful practice. I 
don’t think people are misguided. It’s 
as if the report is saying in order to 
have this you must do away with that. 

“T don’t really disagree with anyone 
who has spoke here,” said Ms. Gossard. 
“But you have to look at what you've 
got and keep what is good and add in 
(what can) make it better,” 

Members of the task force who 
spoke at the meeting said that they 
may have made an occasional poor 
word choice, but if one read the report 
as it was intended, they would find that 
the spirit of the report was not to elimi- 
nate programs but more to examine 
them and rethink philosophy. 

“Tt seems to me that that (report) for 
inclusion does not call for the removal 
of healthy practices,” said Sharon 
Mason, a task force member. 

In addition, Mark McQuillan, super- 
intendent of schools, also tried to 
emphasize at the meeting that leveling 
and inclusion are two separate issues, 
a point he has tried to make clear dur- 
ing the past few weeks. 


“The question of where and how 
special-needs children can best be 
taught, I would suggest, is a qualita- 
tively different one from whether stu- 
dents should be leveled, or grouped 
according to a perceived ability,” Dr. 
McQuillan said Tuesday night. 

David Silverstein, a lawyer, said 
that he appreciated Dr. McQuillan’s 
efforts to make the distinction between 
inclusion and leveling. 

“The problem is, in practice, it isn’t 
so easy to separate the two,” he said. 

Another problem posed at the forum 
was the issue of cost. Dan Biles, a medi- 
cal doctor, spoke to his issue and to the 
“dumbing-down” idea presented by 
Mr. Silverstein at the Oct. 19 forum, 
and Mr. Silverstein’s contention at 
Tuesday night’s forum that the ceiling 
would being lowered on the brighter 
students under inclusion. From look- 
ing at the inclusive Wayland school 
system, said Dr. Biles, “What happens 
is the floor is raised” on the so-called 
bottom students, and there is little 
effect or dumbing down effect on the 
brighter students. However, he said, 
the town would have to decide how 
much this floor-raising effect was 
worth in monetary terms. 

“Where are we going to get the mon- 
ey from and how are we going to do 
was the question pe town must 
Mace; said 'DrBiles. 


works and already is an inclusive sys- 
tem,” said Lloyd Willey, chairman of 
the ad hoc committee for finance. 
“Therefore, before we go further down 
the road to total inclusion, we need to 
stop and take an assessment of where 
we are, (and) where we are already 
heading.” 

Mr. Willey said if classroom sizes at 
the elementary level were improved to 
17-21 instead of the present 22-28, the 
budget increase could be $3 million or 
more. “We were arguing tonight about 
$150,000,” he said in reference to dis- 
cussion on bus-fee money. 

“T want to (make sure) that there 
will be a place for both my son and 
daughter in the Andover community,” 
said Kari Hoffman, a task force mem- 
ber whose son is a special-needs stu- 
dent. 


“How can a watered-down curricu- 
lum occur because one child is added 
to the classroom?” asked Mary 
Hartwell, a task force member with 
three children in the system. “If you 
don’t take a step forward nothing 
changes.” 

“Exclusion is the ugliest word in the 
English language,” said Pat Pakos, task 
force member and coordinator of spe- 
cial education at Simmons College in 
Boston. “If we exclude people because 
of their diversity ... where are their 
role models? School is the only place in 
our society that separates (those with 
special needs) from others.” 

“T really appreciate the work of the 
task force. I don’t think this is a matter 
of the pendulum swinging one way and 
then another. I think this is an evolu- 
tion,” said Ms. Sharkey. “Now we’re 
both trying to include (special-needs 
students) and provide for their needs.”

Everywhere you turned there were 
heroes in this one, as the Andover 
High football team got back on the win- 
ning track with a 13-6 victory over 
Wilmington in the rain at the Wildcats’ 
Alumni Field. 

Sophomore fullback Dana McCann 
exploded for an 80-yard touchdown run 
on Andover’s second scrimmage play 
6, the game. 

Freshman placekicker Brian Tisbert 
booted his second and third field goals 
of the season, added his eighth PAT, 
punted twice for a 31-yard average and 
played well at both safety and during a 
brief stint at quarterback. 

With Jeff Brammer out of the lineup 
the Golden Warriors shuttled three 
underclassmen in-and-out at quarter- 
back. Junior Pete Daniels saw the most 
time and handled himself well, while 
junior Eric Thompson showed a 
definite flair as a runner by tucking 
fie ball under his arm five times for 62 
rushing yards. 

And then there was the defense. 

Coordinator Joe Iarrobino’s crew 
mounted a staunch fourth-quarter goal 
line stand, stopping Wilmington four 
times inside the 10 yard line and twice 
at the two with less than two minutes 
left to preserve the victory. 

Toby Guzowski put forth another 
monstrous effort on defense, while 
junior 6’4”, 235-pound tackle Steve 
Muench was immense throughout and 
sophomore 6'2”, 220-pound linebacker 
George Secchiaroli added a key stick 
op.the goal line stand. 

The battered and bruised Warriors 
played without senior offensive end- 
defensive halfback Paul Allard, who 
was on the sidelines in street clothes, 
senior two-way back and co-high scor- 
er Dave Jorgenson and Brammer. 

Guzowski and lineman Phil Smith, 
who along with Allard are captains, 
were able to play against Wilmington 
after injuries forced them out of the 
Dracut game the previous week. 

The win was the second in seven 
games for Andover, now 2-4-1 overall, 
while Wilmington remained winless at 
03-0. The Wildcats have played every- 
one tough, but have experienced all 
kinds of trouble on offense with only 
four touchdowns (24 points) in seven 
games. 

Andover Head Coach Dick Collins 
had commented before the game that 
the Golden Warriors are very young, 
with several starters who did not even 
play first string for the JV team last 
fall. 

He noted the coaching staff was 
doing its best to be patient with the 
team, and added it’s inevitable a sea- 
son like this crops up for everyone 
séewhere along the line. 

The remainder of the Andover 
schedule is brutal, as the final three 
opponents have a combined won-lost 


-record of 19-2 and are battling for the 


MVC title and an Eastern Mass. Divi- 
sion 2A Super Bow! berth. 

The Golden Warriors host Chelms- 
ford (6-1-0) tomorrow night at Lovely 
Field (7 p.m. kickoff), host undefeated 


Billerica (7-0-0) next Friday night (7 
p.m.), and wrap up the 1993 season 
Thanksgiving morning against Central 
Catholic (6-1-0) at Veterans Stadium in 
Lawrence (10 a.m.). 

Statistics close 

Most of the statistics in the Wilming- 
ton game were fairly even, with And- 
over holding a 203-196 edge in rushing 
yardage while Wilmington was tops in 
first downs (14-8), passing yards (42-17) 
and total yardage from scrimmage (238- 
220). 

The Wildcats controlled the ball suc- 
cessfully, running off 21 more plays 
than Andover (62-41). 

Wilmington also shot itself in the 
foot with 12 penalties totalling 106 
yards. 

Dana McCann led the Andover 
ground attack with 87 yards in five car- 
ries, Thompson added 62 in five lugs 
and Guzowski 48 yards in nine carries. 

Wilmington’s 1-2 punch of Steve 
O'Neil and Bryan Burke pounded away 
for some tough yardage, O’Neil the 
game’s top rusher with 103 yards in 20 
carries while Burke added 72 yards in 
21 attempts. 

The victory was Andover’s seventh 
straight over Wilmington since a 24-7 
loss in 1984, and the Golden Warriors 
have won 10 of the last 11 games 
between the teams. 

AHS holds a huge 186-47 scoring 
edge over the Wildcats in those last 
seven games. 

Tisbert’s three field goals this sea- 
son are the second highest total for an 
AHS placekicker since 1983, when 
Charlie Ziegenbein booted five and fin- 
ished his high school career with sev- 
en. Scott Henry booted four field goals 
in 1991. 

Quick Strike 

Wilmington, which has been a tough 
team to run against this season, was 
caught napping early as Dana McCann 
broke over the right side and rumbled 
80 yards untouched down the right 
sideline to put Andover ahead 6:10 into 
the game. 

The touchdown run followed a 10- 
play Wildcats’ drive that fizzled at mid- 
field. 

Tisbert booted the conversion for a 
7-0 advantage. 

The Andover defense, on the field 
for most of the first half, never allowed 
Wilmington to penetrate inside the 
Warriors’ 40 yard line during its four 
possessions. 

Among the top tacklers were 
Guzowski, whom Coach Collins said he 
wouldn’t trade for any other player in 
the state, Muench, Daniels, McCann, 
junior Mike Dalton, Brian Marshall, 
junior end Cris Brown, junior end 
Scott Savage, Tisbert and Thompson. 

Playing well in the offensive line 
were Muench, Smith, Dalton and Brian 
Cronin. 

Andover set up Tisbert’s first field 
goal after stopping the Wildcats mid- 
way through the! second quarter on 
fourth-and-1 at their own 36. 

Guzowski ran four yards, Pete 
Daniels tossed an 11-yard pass to senior 
end Brian Hough, and a late-hit after

The Wildcats were then penalized 
for having 12 men on the field, but the 
defense stiffened and forced Andover 
into a fourth-and-goal situation from 
the seven. 

Tisbert drilled a 25 yard field goal 
through the uprights to boost the lead 
to 10-0 with 2:59 left in the half. 

With less than one minute remain- 
ing in the second quarter AHS got the 
ball back near midfield following a 
Wilmington punt. 

Eric Thompson escaped around the 
left side for a 28 yard gain on first 
down, and a slapping-the-helmet penal- 
ty prior to a nine-yard Thompson run 
moved the ball to the Wildcats’ 15. 

With six seconds left in the half Tis- 
bert attempted a 32 yard field goal, 
which had the distance but sailed wide 
to the left. 

Wilmington was detected offside, 
however, and with 0:01 on the clock 
Tisbert rammed a second-chance 27 
yarder home to boost the lead to 13-0. 
Fumble hurts 

The lone turnover of the game 
occurred on the first play of the second 
half, when Andover fumbled at the 
Wilmington 47. 

O’Neil immediately broke up the 
middle for a 30-yard gain to the AHS 23, 
only a last-ditch shoetop tackle by Scott 
Savage preventing the touchdown. 

Bryan Burke and O’Neil continued 
to pound away, however, with O'Neil 
eventually knifing across from the one 
yard line. 

Wilmington lined up to kick the 
point, but the snap was juggled and the 
ensuing razzle-dazzle play was illegal 
as Andover maintained a 13-6 lead. 

Early in the fourth period the War- 
riors drove from their own 48 to the 
Wildcats’ 12, the key runs by Guzowski

Andover was trapped deep in its 
own territory after this Wilmington 
bid, and on fourth down Tisbert 
dropped back to punt. 

The snap was low, and in his haste 
to control the ball and kick it away, 
Tisbert touched his right knee to the 
ground at the Andover 11. 

It was an unfortunate play that 
wasn’t the freshman’s fault. 

O'Neil ran for two yards and, as the 
clock wound down inside two minutes, 
he powered seven additional yards to 
the AHS two before Muench dragged 
him down. 

O'Neil was then thrown for a one- 
yard loss on third down by Muench, 
and swarmed under at the two yard 
line on fourth down with Eric Thomp- 
son and George Secchiaroli leading the 
charge to complete the confidence- 
building goal line stand. 

Pete Daniels ran four straight keep- 
er plays to run out the clock, the War- 
riors electing to sweep left end on 
fourth down rather than take the auto- 
matic safety.

Meeting, the School Committee approved a

Tony Torrisi, budget and finance director, 
told selectmen Monday night that refinanc- 
ing some of the town’s old debt could save the 
town between $300,000 and $500,000 during 
the next three years, Selectmen gave the plan 
preliminary approval, 

Mr. Torrisi suggested the savings could 
help recycle money into capital expenses the 
town will take on during the same time rey 
od, fiscal years 1995-1997. 

The town will accept competitive bids for 
Refunding Bonds this Tuesday, Nov. 9, for 
refinancing $7.3 million of debt remaining 
from a $10.4 million 1986 loan, a $5.6 million 
loan and a 1990 $3.2 million loan. Those 
bonds were mostly for water and sewer pro- 
jects. 

The interest rate on the old debt is 
between 6.5 and 7 percent. The interest rate 
on the refinancing bonds could be about 4.5 
percent, Mr. Torrisi said. 

Buzz Stapezynski, town manager, said not 
too many other towns have taken advantage 
of refinancing old debt through a competitive 
bidding process. 

“This is the first time that we’ve done it on 
a competitive basis,” he said. 

Mr. Torrisi said other old debt, specifical- 
ly that for Old Town Hall renovations and 
Memorial Hall Library construction, are also 
being considered for refinancing. Those

at the RESCO plant. Andover is a member of the North 
East Solid Waste Committee, a group of 21 cities and 
towns that take their solid waste to the RESCO facility. 

Mr. McQuade said the RESCO plant is already in need 
of a retrofit to meet DEP standards, and that one of the 
reasons North Andover wants the sludge to go to RESCO 
is that North Andover, as the host town, gets about a $1.90 
kickback for every ton of waste brought into the plant. 

This would increase Andover’s cost and reduce North 
Andover’s. In effect, Andover would be paying for schools 
to be built in North Andover, Mr. McQuade told select- 
men. 

While it is currently costing $70 a ton to get rid of the 
sludge, the RESCO plant is charging $80 a ton and is 
headed toward $100 a ton and is still in need of a retrofit. 
The GLSD retrofit could bring the cost to burn the sludge 
at the plant back down to $40 a ton, Mr. McQuade said. 

“As far as quality of life, I feel strongly that with the 
technology incorporated, we will not affect the quality of 
life, and would even have less effect on the community 
than taking our 50 tons a year up to the NESWC facility 
and burning it there,” Mr. McQuade said. 

Alternatives 

Mr. McQuade said all other alternatives have been 
looked at. People have offered to put barges in the Merri- 
mack River and float the sludge to Costa Rica and use it 
to replenish the rain forest. Worm farms, fertilizer pel- 
lets, composting and countless other proposals have been 
made for the sludge, Mr. McQuade said. 


Personal problems 

Mr. McQuade admitted that there are some personali- 
ty problems and political problems involving the people 
who run the GLSD plant, including Donald George, GLSD 
chairman. 

Mr. McQuade’s opinion is that the staff is not the best 
qualified staff and he would recommend the GLSD seek a 
professional incineration expert to operate the plant.

Town government: Selectmen make policies and decisions 


he five members of the Board of 
Selectmen are the chief policy 
makers for the town. 

Board members appoint the town 
manager and oversee his work, call 
town meetings and prepare warrants 
for those meetings, and issue licenses 
and permits. They also serve as town 
water and sewer commissioners. 

Selectmen appoint the members of 
the Zoning Board of Appeals, the Board 
of Registrars and the town accountant. 
They approve employees hired by the

Selectmen are elected for a three- 
year term.

Chairman William T. Downs, re- 
elected to a third term in 1993, is a 
retired town fire chief. Vice Chairman 
Larry L. Larsen, whose first term 
expires in March 1994, is a psychologist 
with an office in Park Street Village. 


Secretary James M. Barenboim, 


whose second term expires in 1994, is 
an account executive for Pacific Paper 
Products Inc. of Lawrence. Gerald H. 
Silverman, whose fifth term expires in 
1995, is principal of Georgetown High 
School. Charles H. Wesson Jr., whose 
fourth term expires in 1995, is an exec: 
utive with John Hancock Insurance 
Co. 

Board members receive an annual 
salary. The chairman receives $1,500 a 
year and the other members receive 
$1,200 a year. 


This past year selectmen adopted a 
vision statement to help steer the town 
into the 21st Century. 

Other accomplishments included 
approval of an early retirement pro- 
gram that lead to reorganization of 
many departments, start of a summer 
jobs program for local teens and 
appointment of the 350th Anniversary 
Committee.

The department has six lieu- 
tenants, seven sergeants, 32 
patrolmen and the chief. 

Civilian employees include 
nine dispatchers — who also dis- 
patch for fire and ambulance 
calls — three and a half support 
staff, a parking supervisor and 
an animal control officer. 

The police department inves- 
tigated 22,023 incidents in 1992, 
including four auto fatalities. 
Police responded for 152 stolen- 
vehicle reports last year. There 
were 67 arrests for operating 
under the influence of liquor, 
down from 99 in 1992, and nine 
arrests for domestic violence. 

The police department is housed 
with the fire department in the public 
safety center at 32 North Main St. A 
radio network links the department’s 
17 cars, two motorcycles and the park- 
ing supervisor's three-wheeler, with 22 
area towns and the State Police. 


Fire Department 

Chief Harold F. Hayes is in charge 
of the 66-member fire department. 

There are five deputy chiefs, 13 lieu- 
tenants and 46 firefighters.

ndover covers 32.1 square miles: 
AE on land and 1.1 of water. 

The 1990 Federal Census counted 
29,151 persons living in Andover: 15,106 
female and 14,045 male. 

The town’s own census figures, com- 
piled in August 1993, had the popula- 
tion at 29,441, That broke down to: 
14,539 females, including 3,220 under 17, 
and 13,578 males, including 3,594 under 
17, and 1,324 "unspecified." 

According to the Andover Data Book 
figures for 1990, compiled by the town's 
office of Community Development and 
Planning, Andover 
has 10,892 housing 
units, including 
10,429 households 
(groups of related or 
unrelated people 
living together) and 
7,994 families. The 
average household 
size is 2.8 and the average family size is 
3.26. 

It’s an affluent town. According to 
1989 figures, the most recent figures 


available, the total annual income of 


the town’s residents was $637 million. 
The per-capita income was $26,327; the 
median household income was $61,070 
and the median family income was 
$70,757. 

Also in 1989 approximate figures, 
only 13 percent of the adult population 
earn less than $15,000 a year; 9 percent 
earn from $15,000 to $24,999; 9 percent 
earn from $25,000 to $34,999; 16 percent 
earn from $35,000 to $49,999; 23 percent 
earn from $50,000 to $74,999; and the 
largest group of all, 30 percent, earn 
more than $75,000. 


Andover is a middle-aged town, with 
plenty of kids, according to the 1990 
census data. 

Only 10.7 percent (3,111) of residents 
are 65 years old or older, but 26 percent

It’s an overwhelmingly married 
town, with 62.1 percent of the adults 
married as of 1989, 25.6 percent never 
married, 1 percent separated, 6 percent 
widowed and 5.2 percent divorced. 

Ninety-five percent of residents 
(27,706) are white; 0.8 percent (244) are 
black; 3.8 percent (1,097) are Asian or 
Pacific Islander; 1.5 percent (433) are 
Hispanic; 0.1 percent (36) are Indian,

It’s also a town that works locally. In 
1989, 30.9 percent of residents who 
worked, worked in Andover. Another 
10.5 percent worked in Lawrence; 1.1 
percent worked in Boston; 8.8 percent 
worked in North Andover; 3.5 percent 
worked in Lowell; 2.5 percent worked 
in Haverhill; and 2 percent worked in 
New Hampshire. 

In 1992, 6.3 percent of Andover’s 
14,473 member labor force were unem- 
ployed, down from 7.3 percent a year 
earlier. 

Andover’s high property values 
translate into high tax revenues, The 
town’s property had a fiscal 1993 
assessed value of $2,766,942,921 — 
which provided $42,323,915.28 in tax 
revenues, paid by 10,491 taxable 
accounts. 

Commercial property was taxed at 
$18.36 per $1,000 of assessed valuation 
in fiscal '93, while residential property 
was taxed at $14.10 per $1,000.

Itimately, the town of And- 
| | over is governed by its citi- 

zens through the town 
meeting. 

Town meeting, sometimes 
called the purest expression of 
democracy, is a unique New Eng- 
land institution where the town’s 
major decisions ~ financial and 
otherwise - are discussed and vot- 
ed by the town’s citizens. 

Andover’s town meeting is 
open to all registered voters in 
town. 


Bonding, borrowing, eminent 
domain and zoning changes 
require a two-thirds majority 
vote at town meeting. 

Town meeting actually starts 
with elections of town officials on 
the fourth Monday in March, 
then adjourns to early April for 
the actual business of town meet- 
ing, which usually lasts two or 
three nights. 

A special town meeting can be 
called at any time by the Board of 
Selectmen, or by anyone with a 


petition signed by at least 200 res- 
idents. 

Special town meetings are 
often called in the fall to deal with 
financial matters that cannot 
wait until spring. 


Town meeting is usually held 
in the J. Everett Collins Center at 
the High School, but has also 
been held’ in the Dunn Gymnasi- 
um at the High School, and at The 
Cage athletic complex at Phillips 
Academy.

A brief history of Andover - its people and geography 


The following history of Andover is 
taken from “A very short history of a 
very American town” by Thomas 
McKenna Jr., a guidance counselor at 
West Middle School, was published in 
the Andover Townsman June 19, 1989. 
Some numbers have been updated. 

Andover, incorporated in 1646 
according to town records, was per- 
haps named after Andover, England, 
and has evidence of inhabitants as ear- 
ly as 7000 BC. We were originally 
Cochichewick (Great Cascade) and 
included North Andover, which was 
purchased from the natives for six 
English pounds and a coat. By 1709, the 
area was divided into North Andover, 
the former center near the burying 
grounds and our present town which 
included West Andover, Shawsheen, 
earlier called Frye Village, Ballardvale 
and South Lawrence. 

The Ice Age left Haggett’s, Foster’s 
and Pomps ponds. The Merrimack Riv- 
er is on our northern border and its 
tributary, the Shawsheen, runs north 
to south through our middle. 

With a population of 29,000, Andover 
has 32 square miles in Essex County 
and is 23 miles north of Boston. Route

28 is along our midsection, Routes 93 
and 495 at our edge and 128 a few miles 
off. We are bordered by North And- 
over, North Reading, Wilmington, 
Tewksbury, Dracut, Methuen and 
Lawrence, 

Our town became identified as the 
Hill (Phillips Academy), the Mill (mills 
aside the Shawsheen River) and the 
Till (there were 75 large farms at the 
peak). 

Founding families were fervent 
Puritans whose initial Congregational 
Church was erected in 1645. The first 
recorded town meeting was in 1656. 
Simon Bradstreet became the colonial 
governor and his wife was the first 
colonial poetess. 

The settlers skirmished with the 
natives, Algonquins of the Pennacook 
Confederacy, and gained the advan- 
tage, learning how to protect them- 
selves, adding to their numbers by 
European arrivals and witnessing a 
plague that reduced the natives from 
100,000 to 5,000. 

There were the King Phillips Wars, 
named after a native who mobilized 
against the settlers throughout New 
England around 1679, and witch hyste- 


ria, during which three persons even- 
tually paid the supreme price. 

In 1647, Massachusetts legislated 
that towns of 50 families should have a 
school master and those of 100 families 
should have a grammar school. It was 
believed that in earlier years our town 
had ministers to prepare the ambitious 
for college and dames’ schools to 
instruct younger children. 

Phillips Academy was founded in 
1778 by Samuel Phillips, a Harvard 
graduate (his brother founded Phillips 
‘Academy in Exeter, N.H.) By 1807 the 
Andover Theological Seminary was 
begun on academy property and later 
moved to Harvard University. When 
Abbot Academy for Girls was opened 
on School Street in 1829, Andover 
became known as a national leader in 
education. The two academies merged 
by 1973. 

Benjamin Punchard left $50,000 in 
1850 for a public, free secondary school, 
subsequently called Punchard High. 
The original school building was locat- 
ed where town offices is now. 

In the Civil War, 600 townsmen 
served and 53 gave their lives. Many 
folks were anti-slavery and some 


assisted with the Underground Rail- 
road. 

In the Revolutionary War, 95 men 
from town left for Lexington, arriving 
late; however, they did fight at Bunker 
Hill. Colonel Osgood stored many of 
Harvard University’s books and their 
valuables in his Andover home during 
that period. 

Today, Andover is a metro-suburb, 
but has streets that recall its early her- 
itage: Abbot, Ballard, Barnard, Chan- 
dler, Foster, Frye, Holt, Osgood, Poor, 
Stevens. 

Among those who helped shape our 
national culture were Oliver Wendell 
Holmes and Samuel B. Morse, PA grad- 
uates; Harriet Beecher Stowe, wife of a 
PA professor and author of Uncle 
Tom’s Cabin; and Samuel Francis 
Smith, who composed America when 
he was an Andover Theological Semi- 
nary student. 

Notable landmarks are the Andover 
Historical Society, Addison Gallery of 
American Art, Robert Peabody Archae- 
ological Museum and many historical 
as well as contemporary structures, 
including the Bancroft Elementary 
School. Ours is a very American town.
